Purchase of War Vessels by Spain Has 
Aroused Official Circles. 


LAWS OF NEUTRALITY ARE BEING SEARCHED 


Administration Party Is Finally Show- 
ing Some Interest in the Destruc- 
tion of the Maine. 


Washington, March 4.—It was developed 
this afternoon through telegraphic corres- 
pondence between Secretary Long and Ad- 
miral Sicard that the court of inquiry is 
unable to fix even an approximate date for 
the conclusion of its investigation into the 
disaster to the Maine. 

Sharing the general anxiety for some in- 
formation on this point, Secretary Long 
today, at the instance of the cabinet, sent 
a telegram to Admiral Sicard asking him 
when it was expected that the report of 
the court would be made, and late tonight 
the following reply was received: 

“Key West, Fila., March 4.—Secretary of 
the Navy: Have talked with the president 
of the court of inquiry and agree with him 
that it is not yet possible to fix a date for 
progress of the divers and wreckers and 
the results:they obtain. Every effort 
being made to advance the inquiry. The 
court returns to Havana by the Mangrove 
this evening, having about finished the ex- 
amination at Kev West. SICARD.”’ 

Acmiral Sicard’s message is regarded 
officially as disposing of the reports that 
the court has yet obtained positive or con- 
clusive information bearing upon the object 
of the investigation. 

It is taken to mean that upon the testi- 
mony or discoveries of the divers. will 
depend the finding, the examination of the 
officers and crew of the ship. having been 
insufficient to enable the ceurt to even 
form an idea as to what lines may be 
opened up. from the investigation of the 
wreck itself.

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HEROES’ GRAVES ARE DECORTED 


Flags and Flowers Cover Last Resting 
Place of Maine Dead. 
Havana, March 4.—At Colon cemetery 
this afternoon the graves of 161 men who 
perished in the Maine were decorated with 
two large floral wreaths and a cross-in the 
presence of a score or more Americans, in- 


cluding Consul General Lee, Captain Sigs- 


bee and Chaplain Chadwick. Chaplain 
Chadwick offered. a_ brief prayer. The 
American flag was spread for a time over 
the graves, but eventually removed, and 
in its place was laid a red, white and blue 
ribbon with the following stamped in gold 
letters: 

“In memory of our dead American he- 
roes. American citizene mourn their 
boys.”’ 

The carriages then returned to the city. 

At the Hotel Inglaterra the following 
brief memorial has, been signed by all the 
Americans and will be left as a nucleus 
for a register of future visitors: 

“The undersigned have today decorated 
the graves of the American sailors and 
mariners who perished: February 18, 1898, 
in the destruction of the man of war 
Maine. 

‘“May the modest first decoration day be- 
come an annual demonstration in Havana 
of Americans in remembrance of America’s 
dead.”’

Totai $37,130, which 
is about the value of the property de- 
stroyed. 

The fire is believed to be the work of’a 
gang who have been burglarizing aouses in 
Fountain Inn for some time, but there is at 
present no clew to the guilty parties. 

The warehouse was a model of its kind, 
with stone foundation and iron roof, It 
was built about a year ago by Mr. Givina, 
the owner. The cotton belonged to Givins 
and farmers of the neighborhood.

NO MORE BODIES RECOVERED. 


Mcnth Will Elapse Before the Maine’s 
Turrets Can Be Opened. 

Havana, March 4.—The American divers, 
having examined more or less thoroughly 
the wardrodém of the Maine and the senior 
and junior officers’ messrooms, are today 
trying to effeet an entrance into the petty 
officers’ compartment in the hope of find- 
ing some bodies there. However, each day 
the belief grows stronger that that few, 
if any, more bodies will be recovered. Not 
one was recovered today. 

Captain Sharp, who is in charge of the 
Merritt and Chapman wrecking outfit, ap- 
preciates the difficulties of the. situation 
better than others. He will not specify any 
time when the big guns will be released. 
It is necessary to first remove the tops 
of the turrets. These are held in place by 
steel bolts, which must be cut loose. The 
best informed people here think a month 
will elapse before the turrets are opened. 

The discipline on board the 
cruiser Vizcaya is very high, which natu- 
rally gratifies the Spaniards. 

Senator Proctor, General Fitzhugh Lee, 
Captain Sigsbee and many other prominent 
Americans attended the ceremony of deco- 
rating the graves of the Maine’s dead to- 
day.

They Shade the Avenues of Perry Du- 
ring the Long Summer. 


The elm trees in Perry are blooming— 
Perry Home Journal. 

Perry, Ga., March 4,—(Special.)—The 
publication of the lines quoted above from 
The Home Journal, of this city, impresses 
one with the importance and value of shade 
trees, not only in an ornamental, but ina 
healthful sense. 

The Elms of Perry. 

Perry thas for long years been famous for 
many things, among these as the home of 
the japonica and many other flowers, but 
it is the elm she is poud of now. Perry is 
the county seat of Houston. one of the 
most ewltured and refined counties in the 
state, with a population of about 1,200, and 
with a shade tree to nearly every mhabi- 
tant of the town. The streets are broad 
with a row of shade trees bordering every 
walk and a large per cent of these are 
elms, with a few water oaks. 

The elms are much prettier and longer 
lived. The oaks soon become diseased and 
are dying out, but this is not true of the 
elim. It is but seldom that one can find 
a diseased elm. The rnistletee never grawe 
on the elm, while oaks are covered with it 

Perry has tried other shade but 
none equal the elm; the long graceful limlss 
and beautiful foliage make them very pret- 
ty. There are several varieties—the slip- 
pery elm, the red elm the white elm 
and others. They unusally bloom very ear- 
ly and are killed, but as soon as the weathb- 
er begins to moderate they bloom again. 


This Is the Second Bloom. 

They are now blooming for the second 
time. If one will visit the city In April or 
May he will see the prettiest town in the 
s0uth. It has, perhaps, more shade trees 
than any town of its population in the un- 
ion. Surrounded on al sides by beautiful 
streams of clear Water, with pretty homes 
and beautiful flower yards and a citizen- 
ship equal to any in the state, and last, but 
not least, 4~vith more pretty women than 
any other town cf its pepulation, Perry has 
reason to feel proud. 


Romance of the Elm. 

One of these ladies, Mrs. Tounsley, tells 
this petty romance of the elm: 

“Perhaps there are few pvople even of 
our own little city,’ says Mrs. Tounsley, 
“who know there is a Story connected with 
the beautiful elms, which I wild give you 
as it was given to Me many years ago. 

‘In 1861, one October evening, just as the 
Sum went down behind the westerng hills, 
a girl of perhaps fifteen summers leaned 
over the bridge and looked down into: the 
waters of the Big Indian as they rolled an 
to the euphonious Ocmulgee.

Yes, but hidden 
away among her dead children’s playthings 
is an old daguereotype, faded and blurred; 
also an old locket and the dust of an elm 
blossom. Contented? I guess so, but if 
one watches closely they will notice when 
the elms are in bloom there is a sweeter 
expression about the mouth, a gentler look 
in the eyes, and she loves to linger among 
the blossoms as though they brought hera 
message from some one Still very dear. Do 
I know her? Perhaps so. But do her near- 
est neighbors connect her heart history 
with the elms? No, the secret is hers, too 
sacred to share with others.”’

Behind the Times. 


An Atlanta paper has been having a great 
deal to say about a Seaboard locomotive 
with an electric headlight arriving at the 
Atlanta depot, and the newspapers said it 
was the first time that an engine with an 
electric headlight had run jn the south. 

Electric headlights have been in use on 
the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, 
running out of Macon, for several years. 
Every engine of the road’s thirty are 
equipped with electric headlights. This is 
true of both passenger ana freight en- 
gines. Some of them have been in use so 
long that Superintendent Lana recently 
ordered a new supply of electric headlights 
to take the place of the old ones. The use 
of electric headlights on the Georgia South- 
ern was introduced by that progressive 
railroader, Mr. W. B. Sparks, when he was 

‘receiver of the railroad. The Georgia 
Scvutkern management says the electric 
lights pay for themselves in the value of 
the cattle that are saved from beine run 
over and killed. An electric headlight il- 
luminates the railroad track for the dis- 
tance of at least half a mile, whereus, the 
old style headlight does not light up the 
Way over one hundred and fifty feet.

DEBATE AT CHAPEL HILL 


Between the Universities of Georgia 
and North Caroiina. 


QUESTION’: ‘* SHOULD HAWAII BE ANNEXED?”’ 


Outline of the Arguments of the Ora- 
tors and Decision of the 
Judges. 


Chapel Hill, N. C., Mareh 4.—(Special.)— 
The second annual intercollegiate depute 
between the University of Georgia and 
the University of North Carolina was heid 
here this evening in Gerrard hall. An ex- 
ceptionally large crowd assembled to do 
honor to the first intercollegiate debate 
ever held at this institution. The hall was 
beautifully and tastily decorated in the 
North Carolina college colors, white and 
blue. On the right of the presiding officer 
sat the Georgians-—Messrs. J.. F. Roberts 
and W. F. Upshaw—at a table covered 
with red and black, while on the left were 
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the “Tar Heels’—Messrs. W. J. Brogden 
and E. K. Graham. Mr. H. A, London, 
of Pittsboro, was the president of the de- 
bate, and Mr. Edgar D. Broadhurst, of 
Goldsboro, secretary. In the middie of the 
building, a few seats from the platform, 
the judges—Judge H. G. Connor, Judge W. 
A. Montgomery, and Hon. F. A. Woodward 
—were seated. 
First Georgia Speaker. 

After the secretary read the query, ‘“‘Re- 
solved, That the United States should an- 
nex Hawaii,’’ Mr. J. F. Roberts opened 
the debate on the affirmative for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. He began by showing 
the relations that have existed between Ha- 
waii and the United States for fifty years. 
Annexation would only be the consumma- 
tion of our Hawaiian policy. American cit- 
izens have made Hawaii a modern civilized 
community. He spoke of the strategica! 
value of Hawaii, ghowing that we must 
secure it to protect our Pacific coast and 
western commerce from naval attacks. 
These islands in the possession of a hos- 
tile nation would place them much nearer 
our coast in time of war. Great ddvan- 
tages would accrue from the development 
of our western. commerce. He showed the 
progress other nations have made in naval 
and commercial affairs, and for the United 
States to cope with them she must secure 
Hawaii as a coaling and supply station. 

Mr. Roberts then discussed the advan- 
tages annexation would be to Hawaii. It 
would mean the industrial expansion of 
the islands and of Hawaiian commercial 
interests. The spirit of American institu- 
tions would be infused jnto the native pop- 
ulation, securing to them the advantages 
of Christianity and education. 

Opens for North Carolina. 

Mr. William J. Brogden, 1898, of Golds- 
boro, N. C., then appeared for the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. The annexation 
of Hawaii would set a dangerous prece- 
dent which would embark our government 
upon a policy of colonization, similar to 
those adopted ‘by the great empires of the 
past. The variety of such non-assimilative 
elements would soon destroy the unity and 
permanence of our nation. The Monroe 
doctrine would receive a fatal blow and the 
hostility of foreign nations would be in- 
vited. Already the South American re- 
publics, viewing with alarm the aggressive 
policy of the United States toward Ha- 
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waii are contemplating a combination 
against us in order to frotect their liber- 
ties. We cannot afford to annex Hawaii 
at the cost of friendship of these republics 


ly equal to our own. The proposed scheme 
of annexation would also incorporate into 
our union a people wholly incapable of 
self-government. “The fact that there are 
only 2,600 voters out of a population of 109.- 
000 is sufficient to convince even a way- 
farer that the Hawatians are not capable 
of self-government.” Omitting the Portu- 
guese four-fifths of the total population 
are Asijatics and Polynesians, who are ex- 
cluded from the rights of eltizenship by 
official enactments Of our government. 
Such a population, if erected into a state. 
would neither be a useful member of the 
union nor qualified to conduct the business 
of legislation within its own borders, much 
less qualified, therefore, to send senators 
and representatives to Washington to 
formulate policies for the American peo- 
ple. Some of the annexationists have ar- 
gued that it should be admitted as a terri- 
tory, but this argument is a subterfuge. 
Our constitution has no provision whatever 
for governing a petrified territory. If Ha- 
wail cannot be governed as a state. some 
form of government must be invented at 
the option of congress and such a policy 
would offer a fieid for political jobbery 
and chicanery. Not only are the Ha- 
walians incapable of self-government, but 
they are opposed to becoming citizens of 
this commonweaith. One of the vital prin- 
ciples of this republic is that the govern- 


ment derives its powef from the consent of 
the governed. 


$ 


In pursuance of this prin- 


ciple it becomes necessary to consult the 
Wishes of the Hawaiian people in regard 
to assuming the responsilibities of Ameri- 
can citizenship. If the Hawaiians are 
favorab'e to annexation, then why has rot 
S0OMe supporter of the scheme presented 
a petition proying this to be a fact and 
thus obviated a vital objection? 

Even granting that the Hawalians are 
willing to become an integral part of the 
United States, still annexation would be 
unwise, inexpedient and suicidal. Our poli-

tical system is already heavily strained. 
Financial and economic questions must be 
solved, ring rule, bribery and complicated 
race problems have already ‘‘polluted the 
temple of our liberties.’””’ With the mo- 
mentous questions awaiting solution it is 
the most consummate inconsistency to in- 
troduce another problem into our political 
system. The energies of our statesmen 
must be directed toward the perfection of 
our American institutions, and not dis- 
sipated in fruitiess efforts to assimilate a 
foreign peop'‘e. é 

Mr. Upshaw Follows for Georgia. 
The second speaker for Georgia, Mr. Up- 
shaw, began by showing that the republi- 
can government in Hawaii is a regularly 
recognized government, having full power 
to treat with any nation. Our policies to- 
ward the island has been benevolent neu- 
tralitv, then annexation. Hawaiians de- 
clare they cannot maintain neutrality. 
Annexation to the United States, England 
or Japan is inevitable. Annexation ac- 
cords both with the spirit and letter of 
the constitution, which was drafted on 
broad lines in order that it might have 
elasticity enough to be applicable to sub- 
sequent conditions. When Louisiana waé 
annexed the western border was two 
weeks’ distant from Washington; Califor- 
nia was two months’ distant. Hawaii is 
ten or twelve days’ distant. The popula- 
tion of territory annexed in the 
past was more varied and non- 
homogenous than Hawaii's. These 
were constitutional and profitable. Re- 


’ 
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sponsible people who own. property and 
control the government are enthusiastic 
annexationists. Our duty is to annex Ha- 
waii and to save our kindred from mon- 
golian despotism. Annexation is essential 
to prepare the development of the island. 
Hawaili’s main product is cane sugar. A 
free market is necessary. Annexation adds 
a small self-sustaining country who is 
able to supply us with much gugar. An- 
nexation means industriai life to Hawail 
and a blessing to our poorer classes, giving 
them cheaper sugar. The commercial 
front of the world is gradually changing 
to the Pacific—a new activity in China and 
Japan, Anglo-Saxon rule in India and Aus- 
tralia. They are bound to play conspicu- 
ous parts in future industry. The settle- 
ment of-our western shore is just begin-

The speaker urged that the 
United States already had the perpetual 
ownership of Pearl River harbor, with the 
right to use it as she would, and that with 
the acquirement of this right all strategic 
advantage that Hawaii could give was al- 
ready obtained. He then considered the 
stratesic result that would follow should 
the United States annex the islands and 
endeavored to show that under a policy of 
protection by adequate naval and coast 
defenses there would be tremendous ex- 
pense and greater weakness than now, 
while under a policy of non-protection, 
which would be the probable course pur- 
sued, there would be only strategic dis- 
aster. 

It was then claimed that annexation 
could give no possible advantage beyond 
those of either neutrality or control. The 
chaim that England and Japan had de- 
signs on the islands was briefly considered. 
“Their neutrality is for the interest of all 
nations.’’ It was said that emphasis was 
laid on the fact that by joining Germany 
and England, as was offered jin 1888, the 
United States could guarantee their inde- 
pendence. This proffered compact was re- 
fused. However only because the United 
States considered her own guarantee suffi- 
cient. She had made a bond of commerce 
that was jnviolable, enormous benefits by 
reciprocity had made the islands all they 
were, ‘“‘We are their very life.’”’ 

But added to this commercial unlon was 
the great potential force of the country 
behind the declaration that the islands 
should not be molested. This declaratiwn 
had in all other cases, been always suffi- 
cient; it had been sufficient as to Hawaii 
for sixty years; it would be sufficient in 
the future, J. G. McCORMICK. 

In his rejoinder Mr. Roberts maintained 
that Hawal' is strategic. The population 
is not a conglomerate aggregation. A pro- 
tectorate would leave Hawaiian apple of 
discord among the nations. Annexation is 
the only guarantee of protection and the 
continuance of American supremacy on the 
island. 

Mr. Brogden closed his argument by scy- 
ing the Hawaiians were incapable of self- 
government, because a few people could 
rule them. Self-government is impossible 
under such conditions.

Imperial possessions 
must not be advocated for a_ republican 
government. ‘ne Pearl harbor treaty is 
permanent. The stain of annexation should 
not blot fair America’s honor.

In The Arena for March, Senator Me- 
rion Butler, of North Carolina, has a 
very striking article on “Trusts: Their 
Causes and the Remedy.” It is a strik- 
Ing article because it is armed with the 
Strength of truth. 

Senator Butler shows that trusts ean 
grow and prosper only when it is possible 
for a few capitalists to control the in- 
struments of commerce. These instru- 
ments of commerce are three in pnum- | 
ber—money, which is the life-blocd of | 
commerce; transportation and the trans- | 
mission of intelligence, | 

The situation just at preesnt resolves | 
itself into this: Seven men control 
every line of railway in the country, 
and fewer than seven control every mile 
of telegraph wire. We do not need to 
follow Senator Butler through the ram- 
ifications of his article, which we com- 
mend to the careful attention of those 
who are interested in the future of the 
country. 

The real instrument of commerce, the 
one that controls all the rest is money, 
and the only real money we have in 
this country at this time, under the rul- 
ings of the treasury department, is gold. 
Those who are working in the interests 
of the trusts have declared over and 
over again that the silver dollar is only 
made an honest dollar by the knowledge 
that it is redeemable in gold. Over 
and over again we have been told that 
the word “coin” in the law means gold, 
and it is actually interpreted to mean 
gold. Therefore, those who ean contro] 
the available supply of gold in this coun- 
try are able to control all the other in- 
Struments of commerce. This control 
is in the hands of a dozen men in New. 
York city. 

The real breeder of trusts and monop- 
Olies is the gold standard. All other 
forms of money have been outlawed, 
and the supply of gold. insignificant in 
comparison with the demands of the 
people, is so small that money is now 
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terially reduces profits. Men with small 
capital have no chance to employ it 
profitably. The only way out of their 
iiself is by 
means of combination. Those engaged in 
the same kind of business combine their 
resources. This enables them to re- 
duce the cost of production. So far 
all is well; but they soon find that they 
can control prices, and this i evil. 
Another evil of combination hat it 
Tarows producers out of employment. 
Now, there is but one remedy for 
trusts, monopolies and combinations, and 
that is the increase of the money supply. 
This can be most readily done by open- 
ing the mints to silve™, and when it is 
done. the trusts will gradually disappear 
before natural and inevitable competi- 
tion. It is idle to talk about laws 
against trusts so long as we have the 
gold standard.

Dr. T. D. McKown, of Cripple Creek, 
Col., is in Atlanta visiting old friends. He 
formerly lived here and practiced his pro- 
fession. He is now surgeon for the Union 
Pacific. His partner is Dr. Dunwody, for- 
merly of Brunswick. 

“Cripple Creek is the greatest mining 
camp in this country,” said Dr. McKown 
yesterday. “Our mines take out -$1,000,000 
in gold a month and the town is only 
about six years old. The development of 
Cripple Creek with an output of more than 
$12,000,000 in gold a year has placed Colo- 
rado ahead of California as a gold pro- 
ducer. We stood at the top of the ifSt-for 
1897. And yet only a few years ago the 
miners of Denver said that Cripple Creek 
was no good. They laughed at the sugges- 
tion that it would ever be a mining camp. 
It was only a cattle ranch, they said, and 
they would not invest any money there. 
Now we have single mines which produce 
$1,500,000 in gold a year. Stratton has re- 
fused $19,000,000 for the Independence. Jim- 
my Doyle is suing Stratton, Burns and his 
former associates in the Portland for near- 
ly half a million dollars. All these men 
did not have a dollar to their names seven 
years ago. When Doyle and two assoctates 
struck the Portland they took out the ore 
in day time and packed it down on their 
backs. at night so that the other miners 
would not discover whatethey were doing. 
They had only a little piece of ground 
when they began, but they got control of 
more than 100 acres. They have made for- 
tunes and are milliOnaires. Stratton .was 
a carpenter who worked at his trade in 
winter and prospected in summer. When 
he located the Independence he was not 
worth $100. Now he says he is taking out 
gold faster than he can invest it. He 
would not sell the Independence because 
he said that the gold could not get away 
from him while it was in the mine, but 
if he sold out and got a great sum like 
that he might invest it and lose it. So he 
held on. That is the way fortunes are 
made in gold mining in the west. The pros- 
pector of today may be a millionaire six 
months hence. 

“The Portland was named for the city 
of that name in Maine. from which Doyle, 
Burns and O’Haire originally eame. Doyle, 
the youngest of the prospectors, was not 
twenty-five when he was a millionaire. 
He has been preparing for more than a 
year for this litigation, claiming that his 
partners had not divided evenly. He is 
driving a tunnel now to cut the Portland 
lode and is pushing it night and day. He 
Says that the tunnel site was located be- 
fore the Portland was staked. It will be 
a hotiy contested suit because all the 
parties have plenty of money to spend on 
lawyers and witnesses. If Dovie can show 
that the tunnel site was located before the 
Portland was staked, he will have the 
legal right to the ore which he cuts and it 
will hit the Portland company hard. Last 
year it produced more than $1,000,000. Out 
of this $360,000 was paid in dividends, almost 
as much was placed in the reserve fund 
and $60,000 was spent on new machinery. 
Since 1894 the s‘ockholders have received 
mcre than $1,500,000 in dividends.’’

Confidence in Atlanta. 

All the commissioners present talked in 
the same strain, and when they left for 
their homes throughout the state it was 
with the agreement to meet in Chairman’s 
Northen’'s office at 3 o'clock next Tuesday 
afternoon, when the entire situation will 
be carefully canvassed. In the meantime 
Atlanta will decide what she will contribute 
to the good cause, and the commission is 
hoping for a generous sum-in spite of the 
approaching confederate reunion and other 
conflicting interests. The meeting of people 
in Fulton county be held in the chamber 
of commerce on Monday, and a sub-com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Richardson is chair- 
man, has been charged with the duty of 
seeing that a big crowd turns out. 

At present the financial status of the 
commission may be briefly stated, as fol- 
lows: Treasurer Smith has about $1,000 in 
cash in bank, all of it coming in the shape 
of individual contributions, and the rail- 
roads have subscribed $3,125 more, which 
can be had when called for. Augusta has 
already cofiected $460, and the commission 
believes that each of the following cities— 
which it has visited—will turn over amounts 
approximating the figures named: Mil- 
ledgeville, $200; Macon, $300; Columbus, $500; 
Athens, $300; Washington, $250; Eatonton, 
$150; Madison, $150; Covington, $200; Savan- 
nah, $500; Brunswick, $350; Jessup, $50; 
Blackshear, $150; Waycross, }3150;, and Al- 
bany, $200. The cities visited on the trip 
just closed are put down at from $50 to 
$400. The total believed to be in sight at 
present foots up to $8,635. 

To Contribute Supplies. 

Through a mistake the railroad 
schedule the Commission was unable to 
stop at Tifton on Thursday, but wiil go 
down there later. They hope to induce the 
lumbermen in that part of the state to 
contribute sufficient material to erect the 
Georgia building at the exposition, and 
they have already received much encour- 
agement. Other supplies of a similar sort 
will be acceptabie, and already many in- 
quiries have been received as to the actual 
preparation and shipment of the exhibit. 
But the commission wi!l not consider these 
matters until they get over their financial 
difficulties. They know the resources of 
the state sufficiently well to warrant them 
in ignoring those things for the present. 

The one trouble seems to be that the 
people are not in shape to contribute as 
freely as they would like to do. That they 
are not inc®mferent to the opportunity pre- 
sented to them is shown by the interest 
have everywhere manifested, but 
cent cotton and other things have made the 
times pretty hard in the smaller towns 
and cities, and it is not an easy task, un- 
der the circumstances, to get,$15,000 from 
voluntary offerings. But the determination 
of the committee to go ahead in spite of 
all obstacles is a sufficient assurance that 
it will accomplish its arduous task, and 
that Georgia Will be represented at Omaha 
as thoroughiy and handsomely: as she de- 
serves to be.

Captain J. W. Rnglish Denounces Judge 
Berry and Strikes Him. 


REMARK CAUSED THE FIGHT 


J. W. English, Jr., Also Has a Bout 
with Berry.

REMARK said to have been made by 
A 2:80 John D. Berry to the effect that 

Captain James W. English was back- 
ing The Looking Glass caused the latter 
to strike Judge Berry and denounce him 
in one of the sitting rooms of the Capital 
City Club Thursday night at 11 o'clock. 

A few minutes after, according to one 
version, James W. English, Jr., and Judge 
Berry had a difficulty in the same room, 
but about an entirely different matter. 
Judge Berry charges that Mr. English, Jr., 
drew a pistol and struck him tn the face. 

The statement given by Judge Berry of 
the affair differs materially from the state- 
ments given by Captain English’and James 
W. English, Jr. 

Judge Berry stated last night that It was 
an assault instead of a difficulty and that 
both Captain English and James W. Eng- 
lish, Jr.. attacked him at the same time. 

“It Was an assault and it was all that Mr. 
Ben Conyers and Mr. Jamés O’Neill couid 
do to keep the Englishes off of me and 
prevent them from kllung me,” said Judge 
Berry. “If either Captain English or his 
son had attacked me singly, I could have 
defended myself. I saw young English’s 
pistol and I am told that he,tried to shoot 
me, but failing to do so, struck me in the 
face with the weapon.”’ 

Several manths ago it is said that at a 
dinner at which Judge Berry and James 
W. English, Jr., . were present, re- 
marks made by Judge Berry caused Mr. 
English to throw a glass of wine in his 
face. Judge Berry was asked last night if 
this alleged incident was the cause of the 
difficulty Thursday night and he stated 
that he did not remember the incident 
which is said to have occurred at the club. 
It is said that Mr. English, Jr., for his con- 
duct at that time in throwing the wine 
into Judge Berry's face, was fined by the 
house committee. The fine was promptly 
paid. 

How the Fight Began. 

The first fight grew out of a remark at- 
tributed to Judge Berry. Captain Fnglish 
told Judge Berry that he had said that he 
(English) was backing The Looking Glass, 
-Judge Berry denied that he had made the 
statement as a fact, and Captain [english 
replied that Mr. Charmes Ryan was his au- 
thority. He then struck Judge Berry, 
knocking him to the floor. 

It is said that Captain English then de- 
nounced Judge Berry in language most sc- 
vere. 

James W. English, Jr., immediately after 
this fight entered the room, it is said, and 
stated to Judge Berry that the judge had 
made statements about him, English, Jr., 
also, This Judge Berry denied, it is said. 
Then followed the second fight of the even- 
ing. 

Several tables and chairs were overturn- 
ed ard Judge Berry received a bririse on 
his face and nose, twhich he says was caus- 
ed by the pistol he claims was used by Mr. 
English, Jr. 

The principals in the fight yesterday 
furnished the following statements: 


Captain English’s Statement. 


‘“‘Late yesterday evening Mr. Charles I. 
Ryan told me that Judge Berry had stated 
to him in a corversation at the Capital 
City Club last Saturday night that I was

The records in the office of Weather 
Forecast Official J. B. Marbury show there 
is a great need of rain throughout Geor- 
gia, and that the state is far behind the 
normal in the matter of rainfall. 

During the month o€ February less rain 
fell°in Atlanta than in any other Febru- 
ary in the history of the city. The amount 
of rainfall was .62, and was the smallest 


on record for that month. 

During February the average for the en- 
tire state of Georgia did not reach two 
inches. The rain is needed in all sections, 
and streams are low, and many of the 
smaller ones are drying up. Reports show 
that many wells are dry. 

In speaking of the shortage of rain Mr. 
Marbury said all the rain that can possi- 
bly fall is needed to make up the great 
shortage. 

January was 2.27 inches below the normal, 
and December was .388 inches below the 
normal. In December there were 3.66 inch- 
es of rain, and in January 2.51 inches, 

The normal rainfall for the entire gtate 
for’ the month of March is 5.24 inches. So 
far as Atlanta is concerned, the month has 
started out weil. Up to date the rainfall 


‘ig .11 above the normal. 


The need of rain has been felt in the 
country more than it has in the cities. 
Streams have gradually gone down until 
they are very low, and wells have gone dry. 
The lack of rain has been a source of great 
annoyance to farmers, and there is need of 
all the rain that can fall this spring. 

It is hard for the forecast official to pre- 
dict whether or not the month of March 
will be like the three previous months, but 
so far it would seem that the rainfall will 


be about normal. _

Mrs. Clinton not only sees the figures, 


but to her mind they reveal hidden secrets 
of the Bible and breathe prophesies and 
warnings of the wrath to come. She has 
seen revelations of the threatened war be- 
tw@en America and Spain, and from ‘he 
manifestations of her queer phantasmago- 
ria she says she is able to tell how the 
Maine trouble will end, but all this must be 
told in her own words which she used ta 
her visitors last night. Since the publica- 
tion of the story in The Constitution two 
days ago, giving briefly a description of 
some of Mrs. Clinton’s pictures, she has 
been visited by several people to whom she 
has given a kindly audience and patiently 
shown them her sacred curiosity. 

Last night a reporter called at her room, 
over a store at the corner of Moore and 
Decatur streets, with Artist Henderson 
and Call Officer Chosewood. Up a flight 
of narrow wet stairs, which run between 
two buildings, the party stumblea and 
Slipped until they reached a hall. A stop

Judge Hillyer Indignant. ’ 

“TT am very sorry,’ said Judge Hillyer 
last night, ‘‘that the Gommittee decided to 
agree on that ordinance. I do not think 
it will meet the ideas of the committee- 
mey themselves, and in my opinion it cer- 
tainly does not provide a sufficient remedy 
for the evil. I had rather have no new law 
at all than this one. I wish it plainly un- 
derstood I was against the ordinance adopt-

Judge Hillyer made a strong speech ad- 
vocating some definite measure that would 
imsure the transfer of the electrolysis from 
the pipes. He thought the term “‘well and 
effectually remove currents from pipes’’ in 
the old ordinance did not portend, and 
would not result in, any injustice to the 
electric companies, since if they made 
showing before any court that they had 
made earnest effort to transfer currents 
could not be held lable. He thought 
that unless the old ordinance was passed 
electrolysis could not be successfully kept 
from the pipes. 

Text of New Ordinance. 

The new ordinance is as follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, and it is 
hereby ordained by authority of the same: 

“Section 1. That it shall be the duty of 
all persons or companies using, or employ- 
ing electrical currents in the city of At- 
larta, by or before July Ist, 1898, to provide 
and put in use such means and appliances 
as will so control and effectually 
such currents in their proper channels and 
on their own wires, tracks, and other works 
as to prevent injury to p‘pes and other 
structures belonging to the city of At- 
lamta, in the streets, alleys and other parts 
of said city. 

“And to repair and renew said meane 
and appliances or from time to time change 
and improve the same *s may be necessary 
to accomplish sat& purpose. All at his or 
their charges and expense, and at his or 
their own risk, selecting and adopting such 
means and appliances as shall prevent 
injury to pipes and other structures be- 
longing to sa:d city as aforesaid, provided 
this is not to be construed as soe coh the 
city to show the damage actually uced 
by said currents. 

“Sec. 2. Any person or company violating 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine 
of one hundred ($100) dollars for each of- 
fense, and in order to a conviction under 
this ord‘nanece, it shall not be necessary to 
show that the entire electr cai current |

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CAN CITY REDUCE 
NUMBER OF LIGHTS? 


Electric Light Committee Is Confronted 
With Serious Problem. 


CONTRACT WITH GEORGIA CO. 


President Atkinson Says City Has No 
Right To Take Out Lights. 


THE TERMS OF THE CONTRACT SO STATE 


Georgia Company Officials Met with 
Committee Yesterday and Tempo- 
rary Compromise Agreed On. 


HE electric light committee of the city 

council has found itself between two 

warm fires. The January apportion- 
ment reduced the appropriation of the de- 
Partinent $5,000. The committee attempted 
to meet the cut by reducing the number of 
lights. Now the Georgia Electric Light 
Company shoves the five-year contract for 
street lighting at the committee and says 
no lights can be taken out. The committee, 
therefore, finds itself in a peculiar predica- 
ment. 

At the meeting the Georgia Electric 
Light Company was represented by Pres- 
ident H. M. Atkinson Chief Counsel 
Morris Brandon. The meeting was har- 
monious, but the electric light people im- 
pressed the committee very forcibly with 
the idea that the contract would not 
allow lights to be taken out, and that the 
company would suffer no such procedure. 
The conference resulted in a comprom’‘se 
by whitch the change ordered by the com- 
mittee will be carried out, the company 
waiving for the present all contract rights 
until the next apportionment sheet is made 
out, when the finance committee may ap- 
portion a sufficient amount to relieve the 
electric light committee of its 
awkward position. 

The present contract was made in 1295. 
The company was then receiving $5,513.13 a 
month from the city. The city wished to 
add at that time 106 new lights. and the 
company agreed to place these lights with- 
out increasing the $5,513.13 monthly revenue. 
This reduced she “price of arcs to $85 and 
series relatively. The company says this 
reduction was made on the promise the 
number of NMghts was to be steadily in- 
creased. This was done, but the contract 
States: ‘““‘The party of the second part (the 
city) would have the right at any time to 
reduce the number of. series light 
vided lights of equivalent value 
installed.’’ 

According ito the version of the company, 
the city has the right to order out no lights 
unless others are installed; that every 
light installed must be kept and paid for 
until expiration of contract, unless moved 
or substituted; that the e’tvy should beae 
all expense of removals; that it would be 
unreasonable to construe the contract as 
giving the city authority to order in lhghts 
one day end have the authority to order 
them out the next, in that such a pro- 
celure would result in irremediable loss to 
the company. 

Would Be Liable for Damages. 

Judge Pendleton, assistant city attorney, 
holds the city has the right under the 
present contract to order out lights, but 
that the city would be responsible for dam- 
ages to the company. This view is en- 
tertained by Chairman Thomson, of the 
committee. It is not likely that anv law- 
suit will occur, because the committeemen 
seemed to realize yesterday thet the com- 
pany had sOme rights in the premises, and 
could not be forced to take out lights with 
out putting’‘in lights of equivalent value, 

Immediately after the reduced appropria- 
tion the electric light committee inspected 
the street Mghts of the city and decided 
to order out thirty-six series and eight 
arcs, put in eight new ares and remove 
four others. This would have reduced the 
total expense only about $1,200, and even 
with this reduced number of lights it would 
have taken about 4,000 more besides the 
appropriation to have met actual running 
expenses. 

When this order was presented to the 
company it refused to comply. The officials 
argue they were not compelled under the 
contract to take out thirty-six series with- 
out putting in other lights of equivalent 
revenue, and that taking out eight arcs 
and putting in eight others was simply a 
removal, the city being responsibie for the 
expense incurred thereby. No complaint 
was raised as to the four ares ordered re- 
moved. The fillirg; of the orders would 
have resulted in a loss to the company. 

Messrs. Atkinson and Brandon explained 
these points to the committee yesterday and 
a compromise measure was agreed on by 
which the city is to bear the expense of 
removing the twelve arc lights; the com- 
pany is to remove the thirty-six series 
without waiving contract rights; the com- 
mittee is to secure, or attempt to secure, 
an increased appropriation next June to re- 
imburse the company and prevent the dis- 
continuance of any more lights.

| ed; and this, the authgr has told us, may 
be considered autobio He has re- 
lated how the young [man lived in a gar- 
ret; how he would swtep the barren room: 
how he would buy a- venny’s worth of 
cheese, waiting until dusK to get a loaf of 
pread. and slink home as furtively as if he 
had stolen it: how carrying his book undef 
his arm. he wou. enter the butcher’s shop, 
and after being elbowed by jeering servants 
till be felt the cold sweat standing out on 
his forehead. he would take off his hat 
to the astonished butcher and ask for a sin- 
gie mution chop. In this way he managed 
to live on less than $200 a year, derived 
from the proceeds of poems, pamphlets and 
essays.” : 

In conclusion. Mr. Hubbard said: ‘‘Men 
like Victor Hugo can be killed or they 
may be banished, but they cannot bs 
bought. neither can they be intimidated 
into silence. He knew history by heart 
and toyed With it; politics was his delight. 
But itis a mistake to call him a statesman. 
He was bold to rashness, impulsive, impa- 
tient and vehement. Because a man is 
great {s no reason why he should he pro- 
claimed perfect. The years passed by and 
the time came far either Hugo or royalty 
to go’ France was not large enough for 
poth. It proved be Hugo. A bounty 
of %.000 frances was offered for his body, 
dead or alive. Through a woman's devo- 
tion he escaped to Brussels. He was driven 
from there to Jersey, then to Guernsey. It 
was nineteen years before he returned to 
Paris—years of banishment, but years of 
glory, Exiled by the fates that he might do 
his work.”’

OFFICER TELLS OF THE ARREST 


He Is Positive He Caught the Man in 
the Act—Shelverton Holds Out 
He Is Innocent.

He raise 
himself up to a stone ledge and from 
there looked through a window. | tried tO 
get up to him unheard, but the mud made 
my footfalls so noisy that he ascertained : 
was near and jumped from his perch an 
ran like a wild Indian. I gave chase, and 
not wishing a run in a dark place in the 
rain, 1 fired my pistol twice in the air to 
frighten my game. This had the desired 
effect, for Sh. ‘verton stopped and surren- 
dered. He tried to play a game of bluff, 
after I had him, by saying that he was 
only passing through the alley on his way 
to his home, but I cannot be mistaken in 
what I saw with my own eyes, and it was 
impossible for another man to have taken 
the place of Shelverton, as the alley was 
empty.’”’ 

Shelverton, who is elevator boy with 
the Silvey Dry Goods Company, and who 
belongs to a most respectable family, still 
contends that the officer arrested the wrong 
man and that he was tn the alley taking a 
short home. 

The ‘‘Peeping Tom” was reported to the 
police three or four weeks ago and the 
evening watch has been making special 
efforts to locdte the fellow. 

The case will come up for trial in the 
police court this afternoon at half-past 2 
o'clock and it may be that some very in- 
teresting and senS&&tional testimony will 
be brought out.

COTTON FUTURES BAD AS CARDS. 


Judge Emory Speer Says That Dealing 

in Futures Is Gambling. 
Judge Emory Speer has rendered a decis- 
ion in the United States court in Savan- 
rah in which he declares that dealing in 
cotton futures is gaming and as gaming 
is not recognized by law that there can be 
no funds advanced for that purpose with 
the expectation of recovery. Dealing in cot 
ton futures, he says, is against public poli- 
cy and not in accord with the laws of 
the United States or of the state of Geor- 
gia. 

This decision, which was handed down in 
Savannah Thursday, is quite in contrast 
to the decisions in the United States 
preme court, as well as the supreme court 
of the state of Georgia. 

Judge Jackson, of the supreme court 
of the United States, has held in a lengthy 
decision that the purchase of cotton fu- 
tures from the New York cotton exchange 
is in law a contract, taking the position 
that the cotton need not be on hand and in 
spots to legalize the contract, since the 
cotton could be secured and detivered if 
necessary. He declares that a contract of 
this mature is binding and legal. 

The following from Savannah gives the 
details of the case and the decision ren- 
dered by Judge .Speer: 

“Judge Emory Speer rendered a decision 
in the United States court today in the 
case of Waldron & Taihter vs. J. H. John- 
ston. He decided in favor af (the defendant. 
Captain Johnston was stvt@d to recover 
money advanced for cotton futures away 
back in 1880-81. The case has been in court 
since that time. There were several hear- 
ings before an auditor and a mass of evl- 
dence taken. When the case was heard 
before the master he decided that the 
money could be recovered, Judge Speer 
reverses this decision. There is about $3,000 
involved in the case, The case was argued 
vesterday afternoon and this morning. 
Messrs, J. R. Saussy and W. L. Clay repre- 
sented the defendant and Colonel William 
Garrard the plaintiffs. Judge Speer held 
that dealing in cotton futures was gaming 
and as gaming jis not recognized by law 
there could be no recovery of funds ad- 
vanced for that purpose. Dealing in cotton 
futures, he said, is against public policy 
and not in accord with the law of. the 
United States or of Georgia.”’

Postmaster Smyth has prepared a report 
showing the postal receipts at the Atlanta 
posteffice for the month of February, 1897, 
and the postal receipts for the month of 
February, 1898. 

The comparison ts in favor of February 
1898 and shows that there has been a con- 
tinual increase in the postal receipts of the 
Atlanta postoffice. 

The repott shows that in February, 1897, 
the receipts amounted to $20,698.49. In Feb- 
ruary, 1898, the amount of the receipts was 
$23,033.65. This is an increase of 11.3 per cent 
over February of last year. 

In speaking of the increase in the postal 
receipts of the Atlanta postoffice Major 
Smyth said he felt very much gratified and 
feels sure the increase will continue. He 
points to it as one of the signs of approach- 
ing good times. 

The need of five deliveries every day in 
the business portion of the city is felt, 
gays Major Smyth, and he is anxious to 
make an arrangement whereby the needed 
number of deliveries can be made. 

The mail coming into Atlanta in thé af- 
ternoon, says Major Smyth, should be sent 
out at once and not be made to stay in 
the office until the neat morning. 

It is not known what the department will 
do when the needs of the Atlanta postoffice 
are brought. to its attention, but it is an- 
ticipated that the continual increase in the 
receipts and the growing importance of the 
office will be sufficient to gain for the office 
some of the features which are needed.
